OTTAWA, May 16—(CP)— 
Pensions Minister Mackenzie 
announced today in the Com- 
mons that effective June 1 
the allowances payable to dis- 
charged members of the arm- 
ed forces will be increased by 
between $16 and $18 a month. 


The increase was author- 
ized by an order-in-council 
tabled by the minister along 
with two other orders deal- 
ing with increases in cer- 
tain pensions to dependents 
and with pensions payable 
to widows of veterans of 
the First Great War. 


Under the changes in the post dis- 
charge re-establishment order the 
allowances payable to discharged 
members of the forces, continuing 
their education or taking vocational 
training, will be at the rate of $60 
a month for a single man and $80 
monthly for a man and his wife. At 
present the rate of allowance is 
$44.20 monthly for a single man and 
$62.40 monthly for a man and his 
wife. 


OTHER RATES 

Rates for those awaiting returns 
from private enterprise, such as a 
small business or a farm, for those 
fit and available for work, but for 
whom no suitable employment can 
be found, and for persons tempor- 
arily incapacitated, will be $50 
monthly for a single man and $70 
monthly for a man and his wife.

New Outbreaks 
Of Forest Fires 
In Northland 


With forests drier than they 
have been in the last 25 years, 
provincial forestry officials, set- 
tlers, and police officials in 
Northern Alberta are battling 
against fires in the Slave Lake 
Peace River districts, with new 
outbreaks being reported in the 
Slave Lake district. 

Radio reports from G. L. John- 
son, timber inspector at Lesser 
Slave Lake, to T. F. Blefgen, pro- 
vincial forestry director, say visi- 
bility in that area is “practically 
nil” from smoke, and the fire sit- 
uation is very bad. 

A fire in the Swan River Valley 
in the Lesser Slave area jumped 
to the west side of the river Mon- 
day and wiped out all previous 
work done by fire fgihters, it was 
stated Tuesday. a bulldozer has 
been sent in on this outbreak, in 
an effort to establish a new fire- 
line. ,

Writer Is Killed 
On Italian Front 


NAPLES, May 16.—(AP)—Fred- 
erick Faust, war correspondent for 
Harper's Magazine and _ better 
known under the pen name of Max 
Brand as a fiction and movie writ- 
er, was killed in action Thursday 
night on the lower Garigliano sec- 
tor, it was disclosed today. 

Faust, who wrote under four 
other pen names, was creator of the 
Dr. Kildare stories which had wide 
popularity in motion pictures, He 
wrote 85 books, and also quantities 
of fiction, and became known as 
“King of the Pulps.” 

He was one of the best-known 
and most prulific writers of action 
thrillers and western stories in the 
United States. His output during 
the last 20 years was estimated ai 
25,000,000 words, an average of a 
full-length novel every three weeks. 

He was the 3lst Allied war cor- 
respondent killed in this war.

Application from a committee

The reasons given by the board 
for its decision follow: 

“After giving full consideration to 
all representations made in this 
matter, the board finds that the 
nature of the employment involved 
in this instance differs from that 
normally undertaken by construc- 
tion tradesmen, both with respect 
to the degree of skill generally in- 
volved in the performance of the 
work and the regularity of the em- 
ployment. Having regard to the 
nature of employment, the Board 
confirms their previeus:decisions’to 
the effect that the rates and con- 
ditions already established compare 
favorably with those prevailing for 
similar types of employment and, 
accordingly, decline to adjust the 
scale of rates already established. 


CLARIFICATION 


“However, in order to provide 
further clarification to the effect 
that this scale of rates is applicable 
to work of general maintenance 
nature, certain classifications ap- 
pearing in previous orders are to 
be amended as follows: Mainten-

| Pensions Minister lan Mackenzie 
today read to the Commons 
Committee on Social Security a 
report of the Dominion-Provin- 
cial Health Insurance Conference 
held in camera here a week ago. 

Mr. Mackenzie said all provincial 
ministers of health approved of the 
principle of health insurance and 
expressed themselves as being fav- 
4orable to its early adoption, 

Alberta representatives at the 
conference suggested that: 

1, Health insurance benefits be 
introduced item by item as may be 

found feasible in any province. 

2. The federal grants be applied 
as each item is introduced in any 
province, 

3. The provinces be permitted to 
raise the funds in any way they 
see fit. 

4. If it is found from experi- 
ence that the $12 per capita plus 
the federal grant is more than is 
needed to provide the health in- 
surance services, the provinces 
be permitted to lower the amount 
contributed to the fund. 

(The draft health insurance bill 
being studied by the social security 
committee contains a suggestion 
that each adult contribute $12 a 
year to health insurance. Persons 
in income tax brackets would pay 
an additional amount through in- 
come tax.) 

“It was considered the gencral 
public health grant of 25 cents per 
capita was too low and it was sug- 

gested that this should be increased 
to 35 cents per capita,” the minister 
said.

World Wheat 
Shortage Seen 


By U.K. Paper 


MANCHESTER, May 16 
(CP)—A world wheat shortage 
may develop next year, the Man- 
chester Guardian said today in an 
editorial. 

The newspaper commented 

“In Canada, the world’s largest 
wheat-exporting country and our 
own main source of bread, the day 
of the great wheat glut is definitely 
over, that is a striking change, and 
its effects may spread far. 
U.S. CHIEF CAUSE 

“The chief cause of the change 
lies in the United States, which used 


to export wheat but now is import-| 


ing enormous quantities for pur-| 
poses other than bread, It is esti- 
mated that the United States will | 
consume this season (August to! 
July) at least 1,300,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. | 

“If consumption goes on at the 
present rate it is obvious that in 

1944 to 1945 the United States will 

entirely use up its stocks and be- 

come heavily dependent on Cana- 
dian supplies, 

“It seems fairly certain that only

all cases is similar to that paid to 
those continuing their education or 
taking vocational training. 

In addition, in all cases, allow- 
ances have been and will be paid 
for dependent children and cer- 
tain other dependents on approx- 
mately the same basis as paid by 
the dependent’s allowance board 
during the period.in service. 

Under a second order-in-council, 
a widow or a wife of a pensioned 
veteran of the First Great War may 
receive a pension or allowance if 
married to a pensioned veteran 
prior to May 1, 1944. Allowances 
will be paid for children born 
from such marriages up to May 1, 
1944, 


PRESENT REGULATION 

Prior to the passing of the order, 
which takes effect immediately, a 
widow of a pensioned veteran of the 
First Great War could not receive 

a pension if she married the vet- 
eran subsequent to Jan, 1, 1930, 
The wife of a disability pensioner 
was not eligible for an allowance 
if the marriage occurred subsequent 
to May 1, 1933. Similarly, children 
born from such marriage were not 
eligible for an allowance if born 
after May 1, 1933. 

The third order, also effective 
immediately, increases the pen- 
sion for a dependent parent from 
$15 to $30 a month. 

The increase applies in  cases| 
where there is a dependent par- 
ent or parents besides a widow and} 
children, The new order will allow | 
the pensions commission to award | 
a pension of up to $30 a month to 
a dependent parent or up to $60 a 
month if both father and mother 
are dependent on a married son 
killed while serving.

ON THE KOHIMA FRONT IN 
INDIA, May 16.—CP)—The whole 
of the Kohima Ridge which domi- 
nates the strategic area of the 
Indo-China front now is in Allied 
hands, With its capture the big- 
gest battle yet on the Indo-Burma 
front has ended. 

A long pitched battle cost the 
Japanese more than 3,000 dead and 
Allied losses were heavy. 

At the conclusion every Japanese 
was blasted out of the last bunker 
and their bodies strewn over the 
battle area in a triumph of Allied 
co-ordination.

Daletme is only 11 miles east of 
the India frontier in the Kaladan 
River valley and is about 50 miles 
northeast of Buthedaung, the high- 
water point of the British spring 
advance against Akyab on the Bay 
of Bengal coast. British authorities 
recently announced the abandon- 
ment of Buthedaung for more de- 
fensible positions following a Jap- 
anese flanking thrust in the vicinity 
of Paletwa, 35 miles to the north- 
east. 


ATTACK REPULSED 


The Southeast Asia communique 
said a Japanese attack west of 
Labawa in the Kaladan valley also 
was repulsed. 

British tanks, mopping up in the 
Kohima area in Northeastern In- 
dia, have destroyed 15 enemy 
bunkers and killed 150 of their 
Japanese defenders, a communi- 
que said. 


In addition to the casualties in- 
flicted by the armored units in 
wiping out these strong points the 
bodies of 300 enemy dead have been 
counted in the battle area.

MAIN PRINCIPLE 

Finance minister J. L. llsley re- 
minded the committee that the 
main principle of legislation before 
it was the extension of 10 years of 
charters of the commercial banks. 
This principle had already been 
approved by parliament. The chart- 
ers expired on July 1, and the com- 
mittee should give precedence to 
the task of dealing with this ex- 
tension. He said several clauses 
would naturally open into broader 
matters. 

From their opening remarks, 
members indicated the line of 
inquiry they wished to follow. 
Mr. McGeer wanted to examine 
costs of operations and profits of 

the banks, and he said debts dat- 
ing from the last war were still 
on the books.

“what the Canadian people aim 
to achieve through their banking 
system,” and the committee 
should examine the banking sys- 
tem to see whether it is achieving 
the objectives expected from it.

high Mamien pass leading across 
the Kaoli Kung mountains. 

Seventeen miles farther south, a 
second Chinese column drove four 
miles beyond the Salween and en- 
circled a large number of Japanese 
troops in the Tatangtzu area, while 
a third force 20 miles farther south 
stormed and captured the river 
town of Hongmoshu on the main 
highway to Tengchung. 

At the southern wing of the of- 
fensive line, Chinese infantrymen 
drove past the bomb-shattered town 
of Pingkya toward Hsiangta, 15 
miles to the northwest. The thrust 
was aimed at Lungling, a key point 
on the old Burma road only 10 
miles beyond Hsiangta. 

(Allied sources at Admiral Lord 
Louis Mountbatten’s headquarters 
in Ceylon said the new Chinese of- 
fensive would make the campaign 
to clear the Japanese from Northern 
Burma a matter of weeks, instead of 
months, as had been expected. They 
predicted that the Japanese, al- 
ready hard-pressed by Allied troops 
in the Myitkyina - Mogaung - Ka- 
maing area, would be unable to 
divert sufficient reinforcements to 
the Salween front to halt the Chin- 
ese offensive). 

(The Ceylon spokesmen estim- 
ated that the Chinese had six to 
eight divisions—60,000 to 80,000 
men—available for the Salween 
offensive, although there was no 
indication that that many troops 
have gone into action thus far.

No Sect Members Mistreated 
When Called Up for Training

OTTAWA, May 16.—(CP)—Defence Minister Ralston 
said yesterday in the Commons that an army inquiry at 
Winnipeg had found that members of the Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses sect called for military training had not been mis- 
treated, but he had ordered a further inquiry by Maj.-Gen. 
J. P. Mackenzie, inspector-general for western Canada. 


The defence minister made his + 


statement after Rev, E. C. Hansell 
(S.C.-Macleod) and Hon. R. B. 
Hanson (P.C.-York-Sunbury) had 
quoted from affidavits sworn to 
by friends of men _ in detention 
barracks who said they had been 
beaten. 


M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. leader, said! 
the affidavits were familiar to him, 


and he had forwarded his copies 
to the defence minister. 


QUOTES AFFIDAVIT 

Mr. Hansell quoted from an affi- 
davit signed by Elva F. Patzer, 
Winnipeg, who said her brother, 
Gordon M. Morrow, told her he had 
been beaten, had been “pushed 
around” while a pack was fastened 
to his back with a rope around his 
throat and believed he had suffer- 
ed a broken rib or ribs. 

Mr. Hanson quoted from an affi- 
davit by Stephie Klymuik, Whyte- 
wold, Man., who visited Adam 
Remando at the detention bar- 
racks in Winnipeg. Klymuik’s affi- 
davit said Remando had been 
beaten and placed under an ice 
cold shower for 20 minutes and 
that later a gun was tied to his 
arm for several days. 

Col. Ralston said a board of offi- 
cers had inquired into allegations 
of ill treatment “of Martens, Mc- 
Guire, Morrow and Remando, Je- 
hovah’s witnesses,” in the military 
detention barracks and found no 
ill treatment had taken place. Mar- 
tens and McGuire were not further 
identified. 

The board had invited the civil- 
fans who made the affidavits to 
appear before it on Saturday. The 
board was satisfied that no “cold 

water treatment” or anything of that 
nature had been administered. 


TO VERIFY FINDINGS 

Gen. MacKenzie would check and 
verify whatever findings were 
made by the board.

National Forest 
Policy Planned 
By Tory Party 


CAMPBELLTON, N.B., May 16 
—(CP)—John Bracken, Progress- 
ive Conservative national leader, 
said in an address here last night 
that if his party is given a man- 
date at the next general election 
it proposes to set up a national 
forestry advisory council to join 
the Dominion, the provinces and 
the lumber industry in an endea- 
vor to develop a national forest 
policy. 

A separate technical branch of the 
mines and resources department or 
a ministry of forests would be es- 
tablished to deal with forest mat- 
ters. 

The object would be to conserve 
and manage forest resources to give 
employment to as many Canadians 
as possible and enable the dominion 
to compete in the world market. 


REGULATE CUTTING 

“We should, at the same time, 
regulate cutting by operators and 
plan reforestation in such a way 
that our forest estate will not be 
depleted while soil and water con- 
ditions would be favorably affect- 
ed,” said Mr. Bracken. 

“Farming and fisheries are both 
affected by the preservation of 
properly wooded areas; so are the 
fur industry and the tourist 
trade—all of which are vitally 
important to the welfare of the 
country.” 

Research on the utilization of 
forest products would be extended, 
and steps taken to combat fire, in- 
sects and other forest dangers, he 
said. 


TRAIN PERSONNEL 

To develop the proposed national 
policy the training of many forest- 
ers, rangers and semi-technical per- 
sonnel would be required, with a 
road building program and the im- 


jprovement of waterways so that 


fires could be brought under con- 
trol and forest products carried 
cheaply to the mills, Complete air 
and ground surveys of forest re- 
sources were needed. 

The national plans for recon- 
struction should embody road- 
building, the erection of look-out 
towers, the modernization of fire- 
fighting equipment, the building 
of administrative quarters and the 
laying out of nurseries and ex- 
perimental stations.

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University Scholarships 


The legacy left to the University of 
Alberta by the late Dan Baker of Edmon- 
ton, to found scholarships in agriculture, 
is an indication that the general prejudice 
against bequeathing scholarships and 
bursaries to state universities is slowly 
breaking down. 

There has been a feeling, in this regard, 
that when a government undertakes an 
educational responsibility it should carry 
that responsibility completely through, 
and that individual bequests merely paint 
the lily, so to speak. 

This view, of course, is illogically 
taken. That fact that a university is oper- 
ated on public money should make 
individuals all the more eager to enlarge 
the scope of its educational benefactions. 
The welfare and opportunities of such an 
institution should be the special care of 
public-spirited citizens who are financially 
able to assist. 

Indeed, it is difficult to imagine a more 
appropriate bequest from a man of afflu- 
ence than one which widens the educa- 
tional horizons of those who come after 
him. There is no better way of expressing 
gratitude to a country that has enabled a 
man to leave a surplus behind.

Salvage Begins Again 


The War Services Council of Northern 
Alberta has announced that its salvage 
section will recommence the salvage of 
fats. Through arrangement with Edmon- 
ton’s Fire Department, citizens may deposit 
cans of fat at their nearest fire hall and 
these will be systematically collected. 

Arrangements with regard to other 
articles of salvage, such as paper, rags 
and marketable metals, will be made with- 
in a few days, it is said. 

It is unfortunate that a suspension of 
salvage activities in Edmonton has given 
many people the impression that the need 
for waste materials is ended. Such is 
quite definitely not the case. The need 
for paper, for instance, is very great. It 
is only a matter of working out methods 
by which paper may be carried economic- 
ally to the best markets. Naturally, 
Edmonton poses special problems in this 
regard—which do not occur in Winnipeg 
and Victoria, for instance, where paper 
mills or factories for utilizing the waste 
product are located. 

It required some weeks for the com- 
ficated machinery of war production to 
decide just what was needed and what 
was not. These matters have now been 
fairly well settled and salvage will settle 
down to steady progress.

Not a New Debt 


The sale of a new issue of Edmonton 
bonds in the United States does not create a 
new debt outside the Dominion. The pro- 
ceeds go to redeem bonds already outstand- 
ing in that country, and the sale will only 
continue an existing debt there. It is un- 
fortunate that the replacement issue could 
not be floated in Canada, and the interest 
and principal thus made payable in Cana- 
dian money. But the exchange rate at pres- 
ent is unfavorable. To pay off the retir- 
ing bonds in Canadian funds would involve 
a penalty heavy enough to largely defeat 
the purpose of the refunding plan. 

The evident hope of the city council is 
that the exchange rate will be more favor- 
able in future. If so, there will be a further 
saving in the payment of interest charges, 
and in the ultimate payment of the debt. 
Whether the exchange rate will fall, no 
person can say. But the balance of prob- 
ability is on that side, Certainly in the 
process of world settlement some scheme 
will have to be adopted to keep national 
currencies more nearly in line, or trade 
cannot expand as it will have to expand 
if there is to be general prosperity. Any 
such levelling-up of the value of the Cana- 
dian dollar in New York will further re- 
duce the cost of carrying and finally pay- 
ing the debt which the new bond issue ex- 
tends,

The Course of Empire 


The reaction at London to the speech 
delivered by Prime Minister King is in the 
highest degree important. The London 
papers went far beyond the courtesy due 
to a representative of one of the Dominions 
as such, Apparently without exception they 
joined to praise the tone and applaud the 
substance of what Mr. King had to say, In 
British official circles and among the Prime 
Ministers of the other Dominions the re- 
Sponse seems to be the same. The general 
verdict is that centralization is dead, isola- 
tionism is definitely taboo, and that the 
nations of the British Commonwealth will 
continue to co-operate frankly and fully 
with any and all others which pursue pol- 
icies promoting the general welfare and 
thereby making for the preservation of 
world peace. 

Canada's prestige among the Empire 
countries, and certainly among other 
nations, is higher because its Prime Min- 
ister thus sounded a keynote of future 
policy upon which the Dominions can 
agree. It took some courage to do this; 
let nobody suppose the contrary. There has 
been a very obvious and growingly out- 
spoken movement in some quarters to erect 
some sort of central authority which should 
direct the foreign policies of all the Empire 
States; and to convert these states thereby 
into an isolationist group, concerned pretty 
exclusively in advancing their own sup- 
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posed interests. Mr. King challenged that 
idea by direct frontal attack, Apparently 
he carried his conference colleagues and 
British public opinion with him in doing so, 

We have surely learned in the last 
thirty years that international friendship 
is the only sure guarantor of international 
peace. Treaties are only scraps of paper 
and regulative machinery is impotent un- 
less this spirit prevails widely enough to 
make them effective. International friend- 
ship must be built and maintained by trade 
policies and other policies based on fair- 
ness, human rights and willingness among 
nations to work together for the common 
good. 

It is to that end, not to the purposes 
of a narrow enmity-provoking empiricism, 
that the British Commonwealth is setting 
its course.

centre, its facilities for public meet- 
ings, large and small; theatrical per- 
formances, musical events, are dis- 
plays, banquets and other gather- 
ings. It is said that this community 
centre carries itself financially, and 
it certainly pays the city handsome- 
ly—(1) by affording the citizens a 
focal point, which is an undeniable 
factor in stimulating the cultural 
side of life, and (2) by attracting to 
the city political, agricultural, in- 
dustrial, financial and educational 
conventions that otherwise could 
not be accommodated. 

* * 

The proposed civic centre in each 
city or town should include differ- 
capable of 
holding large and small assem- 
blages. The larger, equipped with 
proper stage-room, dressing rooms, 
lighting facilities, etc., would ac- 
commodate touring theatrical at- 
tractions, orchestral and choral or- 
ganizations, and conventions of dif- 
ferent kinds; while the smaller 
chambers would encourage the de- 
velopment of local dramatic, orches- 
tral and choral talent, local debat- 
ing societies, and cultural and ar- 
taistic activities generally.

flames and death. But it was not a} 
new lesson. The British Empire, 
when it fought successfully, has 
always fought with allies, from the 
Middle Ages onward, through the 
Napoleonic wars and through the 
First World War. Its diplomacy, in| 
fact, has been mainly concerned) 
with the assurance of allies who 
might help to prevent war but, if 
war came, could fight with Britain, 


* * 


After this war Britain's present 
enemies will have disappeared. For | 
the time being the Commonwealth | 
may appear quite safe; but a com- 
bination of enemies more powerful 
than that organized by Adolf Hit- 
ler could arise again if the world 
returned to the old race for power. 
If the British nations or the United} 
States, or both in alliance, began} 
a race for power under some such 
respectable slogan as the “Titan”| 
theory, this attempt would produce, | 
as certainly as a chemical reaction,| 
a counterbalancing power else- 
where, and probably unify in time 
most of the great land mass of Eur- | 
ope and Asia against us—the most 
populated and potentially by far 
the most powerful area of the 
world, Neither the British Com- 
monwealth nor the United States} 
nor both together can guarantee the | 
peace of the world. In this project 
Russia is an essential guarantor, 
and in the long run peace will} 
require the adherence of all the 
leading nations, some of which are 
now crushed, but will rise again.

Centres as War Memorials 


| For nearly a generation the Can 

adian publie has been deprived oj 
jthe legitimate drama, The grea 
majority of Canadians today under 
middle age have never been inside 
a playhouse, Middle-aged folk re- 
call the time when Toronto boasted 
half a dozen theatres, Montreal a 
number, and many smallr cities at 
least one apiece. First class British 
and American road companies 
booked trans-Canada tours, bring- 
ing us many of the best current 
Stage attractions, In recent years 
the popular moving-picture indus- 
try has naturally crowded the old- 
fashioned theatre off the stage. 

With the conversion of theatres 
into moving-picture houses, road 
companies can no longer tour the 
Dominion, The playhouses are not 
available. In Toronto we have only 
one operating theatre, and Ottawa, 
capital city of Canada, has no ace 
commodation for such companies, 
except a  moving-picture house 
which is available only for one- 
night stands. And so it is all across 
the country, Canada is starving for 
plays in which flesh-and-blood 
actors appear on a real stage. 

* * * 

When*the war ends English and 
American companies will again be 
jready to tour Canada, and give 
| Canadians “good theatre”. But the 
| playhouses will have to be provided 
| before these companies can be ac- 
commodated 

In the United States not a few 
lcities and towns have equipped 
/ themselves with such playhouses 
|and art centres as we have in mind, 
| In some cases these have been fin- 
}anced by Rotary and other service 
jclubs, in other instances by the 
| municipalities themselves. All such 
|civic centres should be owned by 
the community or adequately en- 
dowed for community service—(1) 
so that they may always remain 
permanent memorials to the men 
}and women of the Canadian armed 
| services, and (2) so that through 
the years to come they may pro- 
mote the freedom and culture in 
support of which the present war is 
| being fought. 
| The auditorium itself should pro- 
}claim the memorial character of 
each civic art centre. For one thing 
|the names of the gallant dead of 
| each community should have a 
| prominent place—perhaps in the 
| entrance lobby. This is a movement 
|in which the Canadian Legion and 
|the Canadian Corps might well 
| give a lead.

‘importance in’ the state urge 
that we should not be bothered 
about patriotism of Empire, but 
rather concern ourselves with an 
international patriotism, that... 
various things so many of us 
hold dear as life itself should 
be treated as mere trifles and 
baubles and unimportant.” 
Misrepresentation of the views 

of those who advocate a_ world 
system of collective security could 
hardly go further than this. The 
advocates of such a system, who 
include men like Churchill, Eden, 
Roosevelt, Hull, Stalin and Chiang- 
Kai-Shek, are not abandoning as 
Lord Bennett fears, their national 
| patriotism. Believing that a pa- 
| triot should work for the preservae 
tion of his country, its people, its 
culture and tradition, these men 
are working for the only solution 
which will protect these things in 
the modern world. They are work- 
ing for world peace. 

| The patriot who rejects the only 

possible means of world peace—a 

system of world-wide collective 
security—may be sincere, as Lord 

Bennett unquestionably is. He 

may recite more attention and 

admiration by appealing to a purely 
local and isolationist patriotism 
than the man who is working for 
the larger interests of the world, 
and hence of his own country, But 
in the end the kind of ingrown pat- 
riotism which assumes that any 
nation can be safe in an unsafe 
world, or prosperous in a depressed 
world, turns out to be the com- 
plete negation of patriotism. ;

triots have discovered in China, 
Ethiopia, Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Poland, France, Belgium, Holland, 
Russia and elsewhere, The pros- 
pects of the British Commonwealth 
will be equally poor. National pat- 
trotism is not enough in a world 
where all nations are bound to- 
gether, cannot survive alone, cane 
not sink into ruin without dragging 
their neighbors with them.

Honus Wagner 
Never Became 
Tired of Game 


NEW YORK, May 16 — Honus 
Wagner loved to play baseball. 


“I can't remember ever getting 
tired of playing,” he mused, a wisp 
of blue smoke rising lazily from his 
stogie as he lolled comfortably on 
the sofa. “A bat, ball and glove— 
and I was happy. Always used to 
cut the palm out of the glove— 
liked to catch ‘em next to the skin. 
And hated to see the season end. 
Jack ‘Dots’ Miller, our second sack- 
er, he too, was nutty about the 
game. Even on rainy days he'd go 
under the stands and play catch. 
Yeah, I was always there to keep 
him company.” 

He heaved a long sigh. Wagner 
was an intuitive baseballer—always 
figured two plays ahead, He was a 
percentage player who _ played 
shortstop because it was the tough- 
est position and the action between 
second and third was thrilling to 
him. He swung a big, thick-handled 
bat, “’cause I used to get plenty of 
handle hits, too.” 


SHARPENED HIS SPIKES 

Honus wore out two pairs of 
tight 812 upper shoes a season, 
“Used to respike my brogans every 
month,” he said, “long and filed 
sharp to hold the ground.” 

When he got in a slump, 0 for 4, 
he'd switch to hitting left-handed. 
But that was rare, for he never had 
any real bad days. He was super- 
stitious only in that he'd never walk 
between catcher and umpire, “That 
was bad luck,” he said. 

“I drew $300 my first year with 
the Pirates, $600 in 1902, $5000 a 
season for the next five years and 
a fat $10,000 in 1908—big money in 
those days. Then came 1909.” The 
old man’s eyes suddenly lit with the 
fire of a bygone youth. That was 
the year two great immortals of 
baseball—The Flying Dutchman of 
Pittsburgh and the Georgia Peach, 
Ty Cobb of Detroit—hooked up for 
the first time in the World Series. 

The Pittsburgh slogan was: 

“You might Ty Cobb—but 
can't tie Wagner.” 

It was a rough, tough and mem- 
orable series. Fred Clarke's Pirates 
won, 4-3, when Babe Adams blanked 
Wild Bill Donovan 8-0 in the final 
game. 


BEATS THE GREAT COBB 


Honus liked Cobb and the Detroit 
spirit to win, “In fact,” Wagner 
shifted his stogie, “Cobb was the 
only guy who played a clean game, 
In the final tussle George Moriarty 
of Detroit slid into third and broke 
Bobby Byrnes’ leg. I stole six bases 
in that series.” 

Like most players of the time, 
Wagner always sported a large cud 
of tobacco in his cheek. 

John McGraw said Wagner was 
one of the greatest batters and the 
best ball player he ever saw. Honus 
owns one of the most brilliant re- 
cords in baseball, 

“Dragon” Wagner was a basket- 
ball star on the Honus Wagner Big 
Five. Barney Dreyfuss didn’t ap- 
prove much because the Dutchman 
always showed up for the baseball 
season with wire burns, acquired 
in rubbing against the mesh cages 
the pro fives used to play in. That 
was the only other athletic pastime 
the shortstop indulged iu. 

To what did he attribute his 
success on the diamond? Well, he 
guessed it was because he never 
tried to outshine ansone,

ful judgment of the common man. 
Only when all of these are applied 
in generous measure to the tasks of 
reconstruction, will mankind be 
able to evolve that better society 
which we have envisaged.” 


EXPECT LEADERSHIP 

Col. Cameron told graduates that 
as university trained men and 
women they will be expected to 
exercise leadership in their respec- 
tive spheres, “In order to exercise 
that leadership intelligently, it will 
be necessary for you to keep 
abreast of current affairs and trends 
of thought, and above all, to do 
some independent thinking of your 
own 

“This must be done in conjunc- 

tion with keeping abreast of ad- 
vances in your own vacation. 
Never cease to be students. Life 
has many lessons to be learned 
all along its course. Keep your 
eyes open and your ears attuned 
in order that you will constantly 
be absorbing the lessons to be 
learned, 

“It is needless to remind you that 
today you have reached a very im- 
portant milestone in your careers, 
one which marks the point where 
you leave these academic halls and 
take your places in the great out- 
side world, and what a world it is 
today! Torn by strife, the like of 
which has never been witnessed be- 
fore in human history, entire na- 
tions and not merely armed forces 
are engaged in world-wide conflict. 

“Our first objective as a nation 
is to assist in bringing about the 
victorious conclusion of the war 
and toward this end all our national 
energies must be directed. Many 
of you who already are, or who 
will shortly become members of 
the armed forces will naturally fall 
into your places in the great na- 
tional effort. On becoming mem- 
bers of the armed forces, you must 
understand that three things are 
necessary for you to render the 
most effective service—a job to do, 
tools to do the job, and companion- 
ship at the job.

Your qualifications will be assessed 
and as far as possible, you will be 
placed where you can be most use- 
fully employed.

Hundreds of 
her sons and daughters, graduates 
and undergraduates, are serving in 
the Armed Forces and many have 
made the supreme sacrifice. A 
number of decorations have been 
received for gallantry in action, 
and others have returned to us, 
broken in body as a result of ser- 
vice. Accelerated courses in some 
faculties, and shorter courses in 
specialized training for the Armed} 
Forces, are among the war-time 
activities of your University. Sci- 
entific research is being fostered 
in every possible way and some 
notable contributions in this field 
have already been made by grad 
uates and teaching staff of this 
University, 

“It must be borne in mind that 
you have been bequeathed a train- 
ing ground, neither for hard utility 
and technical skill alone, nor for 
culture alone, neither for the sole- 
ly aesthetic nor the solely prac- 
tical.

He will study 
the great improvements in public 
health and education made by this 
generation and follow the slow de- 
velopment of economic and social 
institutions which were already 
well established before his time. 
He will note with pride the names 
of the men and women from this 
University who have made out- 
standing contributions to the de- 
velopments of our country. 

“If this dream is to be fulfilled, 
it must be through the efforts of 
you who are receiving your degrees 
today and through the efforts of all 
other young people who will share 
your task during the years to 
come.”

Dr. Newton's report gave a de- 
tailed account of his institution’s 
work in the last year, and the 


effect of war upon the program of 
studies. He said: “During the past 
session, the Canadian Officers’ 
Training Corps, the University Air 
Training Corps, the University 
Naval Training Division, and the 
Women's War Services all carried 
out full programs of training with 
different groups of our regular 
students, who carried this load in 
addition to their ordinary academic 
studies. This year the women stu- 
dents for the first time provided 
their own service training instruc- 
tors from among those trained in 
earlier years. 


MANY HAVE TRAINED 

“The university has also trained 
many enlisted personnel for par- 
ticular services. This year alone we 
had 415 naval ratings, for periods 
of three to four months, training 
as radio and electrical articifers; 
and 60 students in No, 2 Canadain 
Army University course, taking 
slightly modified first-year engni- 
eering program, fitting themselves 
to become technical officers 

“Finally, on the military side, 
the University has made available 
to the war effort the full resources 
of its laboratory facilities and the 
professional skill of its staff in 
directing research. As a special 
service there has been organized 
this year in the Department of 
Biochemistry a blood sefum lab- 
oratory, where blood donations 
from all over the province are 
put through the initial stages of 
processing for shipment to the 
armed forces, 

“The Edmonton blood donors’ 
clinic is under the direction of the 
wives of two members of the Uni- 
versity faculty (Mrs, Hunler and 


Mrs. Collins), another illustration 
of the essential part in the war ef- 
fort played by women, 


ON LOAN 


“Not a few members of the staff 
have been lent to the Dominion 
government, some for the ‘duration’ 
and others for shorter special mis- 
sions. An example of the latter 
during the past year was Dean Sin- 
clair’s 5-week visit to Washington 
as a member of the panel of experts 
drafting for the United Nations a 
permanent scheme for implement- 
ing the recommendations of the Hot 
Springs Conference on Food and 
Agriculture. Happily the time has 
come when some of the men on 
longer missions can also return to 
their duties in the University with- 
out prejudice to the war effort. We 
are glad to welcome back this sum- 
mer Professor George Smith, dean 
of the faculty of arts and science, 
Lt. Col. E. H. Strickland, professor 
of entomology, and Lt. Cmdr. H. E. 
Smith, associate professor of edu- 
cation and director of the summer 
session, 

“1 am pleased to report that 
the total registration for the year 

is slightly though not significant- 
ly greater than that of last year, 
2,021 this year as compared with 
2,015 last year. This year’s fig- 
ure includes the 60 enlisted en- 
gineering students | mentioned, 
taking No. 2 Canadian Army Uni- 
versity Course, but not the 415 
naval ratings who took approxi- 
mately a half-session course. The 
figure does include 60 gradaute 
nurses who took new short 
courses of 10 to 12 weeks, in Pub- 
lic Health, Practical Obstetrics, 
and Administration of Smaller 
Hospitals. Once again Alberta has 
pioneered in providing advanced 
training looking to the better- 
ment of public services. 

A sign that the war program is 
nearing its fulfilment comes with 
the announcement that the Do- 
minion Government, in  consulta- 
tion with the Canadian Association 
of Medical Colleges, agrees that 
acceleration of medical courses 
may now be gradually abandoned. 

The Canadian Dental Association 
has reached a_ similar decision. 
New students in Medicine and Den- 
tistry who have just completed 
their first year, will begin their 
next session at the usual time in 
September. Those in 3rd, 4th, and 
5th years, will, however, begin on 
June 1, Three more sessions of 8 
months in the space of 2 calendar 
years will see the entire acceler- 
ated program through. 
and students will be relieved from 
a strain only justified by war con- 
ditions, and which is not conducive 
to the best quality of work. Mean- 


while, the staff in particular have} 


earned our gratitude for a valiant 
and successful effort to fill the 
critical needs of the war period.

“N” FOR NERVE 

“N” also stands for “nerve,” those 
qualities of spirit and stability of 
character which enable one to carry 


on and endure long tedious hours 
of duty. Nursing is no calling for 
those with unstable nervous equil- 
ibrium nor with hereditary or en- 
vironmental background of hysteria 
or neurasthesis, the speaker stated 

“U" is for uniform of the nurse, 
which commands the respect of the

general public and the allied pro- 
fessions, Dr. Anderson continued, 
This letter also stands for under- 
standing or natural intelligence. 

“R” is for rest, essential to the 
nurse, in order that she may con- 
serve her strength and efficiency, 
but doubly so to her patient. Rest 
and sleep are Nature’s greatest 
restoratives, without which scien- 
tific medicine must fail. 

“You are fortunate in that pro- 
vision has already been made for 
you for official recognition of your 
standing by the University and the 
province, whereby, after passing 
satisfactory tests, you are permit- 
ted to write R.N. after your name, 
the doctor told the girls. This title 
is a guarantee of efficiency and 
dependability. 


KEEP RECORDS 

The nurse must needs serve as 
eyes and ears for the physician in 
his absence, hence she must keep 
records, Correct records are essen- 
tial, the speaker declared. 

“S” for skill, is that which comes 
to anyone only as the result of 
painstaking practice, the doctor 
said. There is skill in handling 
people—this is called tact. Skill 
in the powers of observation, and 
skill in the practical application of 
what has been taught the nurse in 
furthering the comfort and favor- 
able progress of the patient. 

Another priceless asset of a good 
nurse is sympathy. The doctor

The yearning of parents to keep 
their children from a knowledge 
| of all evils and to spare them the 

pain of fighting and quarreling, 
may lead to social isolation which 

is crushing to the development of 
the child. 

However laudable are these 
aims for children, they are com- 
pletely divorced from reality. 
Children have to learn to live by 

living and they are certain to dis- 
cover the ugly along with the 
beautiful. It is only by such con- 
trast of good and bad behavior 
that the child has the opportunity 
to choose the one which repre- 
sents him as a person,

| your daughter will stay at home. 
| All children have to discover that 
their mothers think differently on 
a dozen questions. If it is fear that 
the child will learn about sex 
which bothers you and is indicated 
by your use of the word “meanness” 
then it is high time you take the 
excitement out of such knowledge 
by offering it freely yourself. 

No baby can compensate to a 7- 
year-old for the companionship she 
should be getting from other child- 
ren of her own age. She wants to 
play house, roller-skate, play jacks, 
and exchange confidences with 
children her own age, A baby is 
something to protect and love, but 
for this child, not a playmate. 

You show little faith in yourself 
or your standards when you fear 
to expose your child to others, We 
all become proud of what we 
stand for, parents as well as child- 
ren, Let that be your child’s safe- 
guard.

A habit is good when it is such 
that if it saves us time or thought 
and is of a constructive nature to 
the degree that it is followed by a 
desirable habit, or a result which 
gives us satisfaction.

Two cups sifted flour, 3 tea- 
spoons baking powder, % teaspoon 
salt, 3 eggs, 4 tablespoons bacon 
drippings or other melted fat, 1% 
cups milk. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der and salt, Beat yolks and whites 
of eggs separately. To dry ingredi- 
ents add beaten egg yolks, melted 
fat and milk.

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Extension of 
Bank Charters 
Draws Protest 


The Alberta Farmers’ Union 
issued a statement Wednesday 
condemning Dominion govern. 
ment action in connection with 
renewal of Canadian bank char- 
ters for a further ten-year period. 
“In the light of past experience it 
is useless for the minister of fi- 
nance (Hon. J. L, lsley) to contend 
either that the Dominion govern- 
ment exercises any effective control 
over national monetary policy inso- 
far as it affects individual citizens, 
or that the established monetary 
system is anything but anti-social 
and a national menace in its defect- 
ive operation under a virtual pri- 
vate monopoly,” the statement 
reads. 

The union demands “that in no 
circumstances” shall bank charters 
be renewed by Parliament for a 
ten-year period, stating such char- 
ters should be granted only on a 
year-to-year basis until the require- 


ments of post-war reconstruction 
indicate needed changes in the 
monetary system. 

YEAR-TO-YEAR BASIS 

The statement adds that the 
year-to-year renewals should be 


granted until “an opportunity has 
been afforded the people of Can- 
ada to decide whether they will 
continue to tolerate the domination 
of their lives by a private credit 
monopoly which keeps them in per- 
petual debt and in virtual serfdom 
to its dictates.” 

It recalls that at the last A.F.U, 
convention, a resolution was passed 
which demanded that bank charters 
be not renewed. 

“Notwithstanding the unanimity 
of public opinion expressed by this 
resolution, it has been completely 
ignored by the federal government, 
Instead the minister of finance in 
a thoroughly misleading eulogy of 
the banking system has brought 
forward a bill for the mere amend- 
ment of the Bank Act in a manner 
which will leave the Canadian 
people in general and the farmers 
in particular at the mercy of those 
institutions’ disastruus system. 
NOT FORGOTTEN 

“We have not forgotten that dur- 
ing the depression years the banks 
of the nation clamped down the 
lid of the national credit chest with 
which they were entrusted, creat- 
ing havoc to the nation’s economy 
and particularly to the farmers, It 
is significant that during those 
years the financial institutions 
alone thrived while the rest of the 
country’s institutions were plunged 
into conditions bordering on bank-

A brother, Lt. John Hellenthal, is 
serving with the U.S. Army, and 
two of her husband's brothers are 
serving with the famous Eagle 
squadron of the R.A.F. A third, 
also with the R.A.F., is a prisoner 
of war. 

Of the various winter sports in 
Alaska, Mrs. Ayer partakes mostly 
of skating at Auk Lake, famous for 
its beauty. The weather is warm 
and damp during the winter, and 
just warm in the summertime. 
Juneau is famous for its “Taku” 
wind, which comes from the Taku 
glacier, 

Mrs. Ayer's family is originally 
from Michigan, and her husband 
comes from Milwaukee. “Almost a 
world apart to begin with,” she 
laughed, “we met at Juneau, and 
here we are now in Edmonton,” 

Sgt. Ayer, previous to enlisting, 
was with the Milwaukee Journal, 
several New York papers, and was 
connected with acting and produc- 
ing plays in New York.

Veal for Dinner

VEAL CHOPS 


Choose one veal chop, either rib 
or loin, for each member of the 
family. If rib, try removing the 
bone and wrapping round the thin 
end of the chop to form compact 
circles of meat. Skewer with a 
toothpick. If you prefer che loin 
chops, don’t remove the bone, but 
wrap the long end of meat around 
thick portion and skewer, 

Dip first in highly seasoned 
bread crumbs, then in beaten egg 
diluted with 2 tablespoons of 
water, then again in crumbs. 
Brown on both sides slowly in 
bacon drippings. Then cover and 
let cook very slowly for45 minutes.

“These days, as the war reaches) 
its climax, and talk and plans of} 
post-war reconstruction are in the | 
air, a future challenge faces the 
world. It is a challenge which flings 
the question ‘how long must we 
wait for the war to be won?’,” said 
Dr, Robert Newton, president of 
the University of Alberta, in ad- 
dressing 326 persons gathered in 
the University cafeteria Monday 
evening, for the annual dinner ar- 
ranged by the University Alumnae 
association of the U. of A., in honor 
of the 1944 graduating class. 

Replying to the toast to the Uni- 
versity, proposed by Miss Frances 
Holdom, vice-president of the ‘44 
class, Dr. Newton continued. “Twen- 
ty years ago, six years after the last 
armistice was signed, the peoples 
of the world were asking the same 
question, ‘how long must we wait 
for the war to be won?’ 


SAME QUESTION 

“We are still asking the same 
question. This war is only a con- 
tinuation of the last one.” 

“Let there be a spirit of search 
among you,” he cautioned, “to find 
a satisfactory and lasting solution. 
Do not be too much satisfied with 
getting knowledge, but also make 


an efiort to obtain wisdom and 
understanding. 
Concluding, he said: “We now 


must make ourselves masters of our 
destiny or sink to extinction.” 


L. D. Hyndman, K.C., graduand 
of 1927, in proposing a toast to the 
1944 graduating class said: “It is 
largely up to you graduands to con- 
vert the peace which will follow 
this war, into a continuing reality. 
You are undoubtedly the persons

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NOW THAT fresh vegetables are com- 
ing on the market in good quantity 
again, it’s a good time to explore 
some of the possibilities of using 
them in fresh and lively ways. 


First, though, here are some general 
suggestions that are worthy ef a 
second glance: 


Rinse freshly-bought vegetables in 
cold water (don't soak them) ; wrap 
in damp cloth or replace in paper 
bag or put in vegetable comparte 
ment; and store in refrigerator. 


If they must be peeled, don't peel 
them till the last minute. 


Cook them quickly in the least pos- 
sible amount of water (exceptions 
are spinach and _ strong-flavored 
vegetables like cabbage, which are 
best cooked in plenty of water, 
uncovered). 


To hold the bright color in red cab- 
bage and beets, add 44 tsp. vinegar 
or lemon juice for each cup of 
shredded vege , to the boiling 
water.

Last Feb- 
ruary he disclosed that'an efficient 
hearing aid was selling for as low 
as $40 in United States, about one- 
quarter the cost of such equipment 
in Canada. 

A result of Mr. Esling’s erusade 
has been the decision of Comman- 
der McDonald to make available 
the new Zenith Radionic Hearing 
Aid to the Canadian public at the 
| same price as in United States. The 
| Zenith unit is in reality a tiny radio 
with miniature tubes, erystal mic- 
rophone and batteries.

New Plane-Sprayed Insecticide 
Developed by U.S. Officer Here 


Capt. Douglas H. McPeak of the 
Sanitary engineering division, 
A.T.C., U.S.A.A.F., at Edmonton, 
has developed a method of spray- 
ing a “fog” of oil, mixed with in- 
secticide from a plane which may 
prove a boon to Allied forces 
fighting in mosquito infected 
jungles as well as to civilians 
fighting the pests on local golf 
courses, 

Major Robert P. Mortimer, sec- 
tion officer of services and supply, 
at the American Air Base, arranged 
a demonstration flight for military 
and governmental officials Monday 
afternoon, 

D.D.T., an insecticide recently 
developed by the U.S. Army is a) 
very cheap coal tar derivative} 
which is ‘particularly effective 
against all water-breeding insects! 
and flies. Mixed with oil it can be| 
spread in a fine film over breeding 
waters and will kill larvae and 

adult insects alike. 


Up to the present no effective | 
unit for atomizing oil and laying 
the vapor from an aircraft had been} 
devised. Some experiments have} 
been made with small tanks carried | 
by individuals and sprayed by hand. | 


FIRST CANADIAN TEST 


This is the first experiment of 
this type to be carried out in Can-! 
ada although trials have been made | 
in the United States recently with 
devices of a similar nature. 

Capt. McPeak's unit is very} 
simple, Oil pipes extend on either} 
side of the tail assembly and term- 
inate in perforated circles about 
13 inches in diameter, centred with | 
a 14-inch propeller.

affect on animals, fowl, or fish, but 
is sufficiently deadly to kill mos- 
quitos coming to breed in the

Whitefish Eggs 
Are Placed in 


Alberta Lakes 


Approximately 73,000,000 white- 
fish eggs have been distributed to 
25 commercial fishing lakes in 
Alberta by the fisheries branch 
of the department of lands and 
mines, it was learned here Tues- 
day. The eggs were produced at 
Canyon Creek hatchery on Lesser 
Slave Lake. The same number 
was distributed Jast year. 
Distribution of the eggs was as 
follows: Whitefish River, 20,000,000; 
Lac La Biche, 4,000,000; Pigeon 
Lake, 4,000,000; Lac Ste. Anne, 
2,000,000; Buck Lake, 3,500,000; Cold 
Lake, 5,000,000; Wabamun Lake, 
4,000,000; Calling Lake, 4,000,000; 
Beaver Lake, 2,500,000; Saddle 
Lake, 2,000,000, and Christina Lake, 
2,000,000. Other lakes received the 
balance of the 73,000,000. 

It is planned to distribute be- 
tween four and five million pick- 
erel fry and some 1,000,000 trout 
yearlings in various lakes this year, 
according to government officials, 

The provincial trout hatchery at 
Calgary produced 1,000,000 Rain- 
bow trout, 450,000 Loch Leven and 
100,000 speckled. Some will be dis- 
tributed this spring to various 
lakes, 

In 1943, 100,000 trout eggs and 
30,000 fingerlings were distributed 
in Sylvan Lake, while 44,800 adult 
perch were transferred from Buck 
Lake to Sylvan Lake.
